DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the communication filed on May 08, 2007. 
Claims 1-20 are pending. At this time, claims 1-20 are being restricted. 

The examiner in charge has left the office. The present application has 
been reassigned to the present examiner, who has thoroughly reviewed and searched 
the present invention. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: 

Species 1: Figure 6 associates with claims 1-7, 12 

Species 2: Figures 7 & 9 associate with claims 8-1 1 and 17-20 

Species 3: Figure 3 associates with claims 13-16 

3. The species are independent or distinct because each of the various 
disclosed species details a mutual exclusive characteristic of: 

i. A method and system of performing a multi-table I/O space access 
using at least one of security levels. 

ii. A method and system of receiving an I/O space access request, 
determining at least one security levels, and verifying a match between the security 
levels.. 

iii. An apparatus represents of a processing unit 

4. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted.
